Rufiji river, j 
in German East Africa, had been to- j 
tally wrecked by British river moni- 
tors. The 
British 
casualties 
were : 
four men killed and six wounded. 
The Konigsberg, a vessel of 3,348 j 
tons, had a speed of 23 knots. 
She 
was a protected cruiser. 
The announcement of the admiral­ 
ty follows:

“Since the end of hist October the 
I Konigsberg had been sheltering some 
[distance up the Rufiji river in a posi­ 
tion which rendered attack against 
her difficult, 
cjtaly 
shallow” draught 
ships boing able to 
get sufficiently 
close to engage 
the 
cruiser effee- 
j tively. 


“Two months 
ago 
the admiralty 
decided to send two river monitors, 
tile Severn, Captain 
Erie Fullerton, 
and the Mersy,

A. Wilson, to assist the commander 
in chief of the 
Cape 
station, Vice 
Admiral Kinf Hall, 
in 
these opera­ 
tions. 


“The position 
of 
the Konigsberg 
was accurately 
located 
by aircraft 
and as soon as 
the 
monitors were 
ready operations were begun. On the 
morning of July .4 
he monitors en­ 
tered the river and opened fire, 
to 
which the 
Konigsberg 
replied im­ 
mediately, firing salvos 
with 
five 
guns with accuracy and rapidity. The 
Mersy was hit twice and four men 
were killed and four wounded by one 
shell. 
“As the Konigsberg was surround­ 
ed by a jungle, aeroplanes experienced 
great difficulty in locating the fall of 
our sin/.. 
She was hit five times 
early in the action, but after the mon­ 
itors had fired tor six hours, the aero­ 
planes reported that the Konigsberg’s 
rn isis were grill standing. 
' ‘A salvo then burst on her and she 
caught fire heavily between her masts. 
She continued to fire with one gun 
intermittently for a while, but for the 
last part of the engagement she did 
not fire at all, either on account of 
lr ck of ammunition or the disable 
meat of h e ro in s . 
Although not total­ 
ly destroyed as a result of this en­ 
gagement, she probably was incapaci­ 
tated. 
“To complete the destruction of 
the Konigsberg the 
commander 
in 
chief ordered a further attack on July 
l l , and a telegram now” has been re­ 
ceived stating that the ship 
is 
a 
total wreck. 
In this last engagement 
our casualties were only two men 
wounded on the Mersey.”

Convicts Building Good Road. 


the convict road work In some nine 
states—Colorado, Indiana, Iowa, Kan­ 
sas, Michigan, Missouri, North Da­ 
kota, Oklahoma auji Wisconsin. State 
prisoners are turned over to the coun­ 
ty authorities to be worked on the 
county 
roads 
in 
Florida, 
Georgia, 
North Carolina and South Carolina. 
This system is not approved by the 
national committee on prisons and 
prison labor, which holds 
that the 
state under no circumstances is justi­ 
fied in delegating tho responsibility 
for its convict wards to county au­ 
thorities. 
The system in New' York state di­ 
vides the responsibility for the con­ 
struction work and maintenance of 
the camps between the state highway 
departm ent and the commissioners of 
the counties in which the roads arc 
to be built, with the state superintend 
ent of prisons in final authority. 
In 
Utah, West Virginia and 
Wyoming 
the highway department and the pris 
on department co-operate in the con­ 
trol of this work. 
The* prison depart­ 
ment is fully responsible for the Garl­ 
and discipline of the prisoners, while 
the road department is called upon to 
do the work which it* is equipped to 
do, the building of roads. 
The committee has found this lat­ 
ter system essential to the successful 
development of convict toad work 
The prison department is in a i»osi 
tion to care for the prisoners and to 
handle such matters as fooll, clothing, 
housing, medical attention, the afford 
ing of educational facilities aud recre­ 
ation.

GOOD ROADS ARE INCREASING 


United States Leads France in Miles 
of Improved Highways— State 
Aid Now in Effect. 


“Jaybird” M ust Leave the City.

According to the Good Roads Year 
Book of the American Highway asso­ 
ciation, recently issued, America now 
has 6,000 miles more of good roads 
than France, the total for this coun­ 
try now amounting to 21,000 miles. Of 
this 5,000 miles were built in 1912 and 
about 6,000 in 1914, making a total of 
over one-third of the entire mileage of 
the good roads of the country. 
New Jersey was the pioneer state to 
provide state aid for public highways, 
in 1891, and Massachusetts and Con­ 
necticut soon followed, but it is only 
during the last ten years that the 
state aid policy has been in effect to 
any considerable extent.

1915. 
Three hundred and twenty-four 
miles of c o n cr ete boulevard and 160 
miles of decomposed granite highway 
will be constructed.

Notching is also a good way to mark 
sheep. 
Notches on certain parts of 
the ears indicate certain numbers. By 
a series of notches any number de­ 
sired can be obtained. 
If on the right 
ear tip notch counts 5, middle top 2, 
top to head I. lower middle 4, close 
to head, lower, 3, when on left ear,

Older Animala— Give Dose of 
Gasoline and Epsom Salts.

more susceptible than older 
sheep, 
probably because tile older sheep are 
accustomed to the presence of the 
worm. in the spring, soon after lamb­ 
ing, the old sheep should each receive 
a dose of one to two ounces gasoline, 
followed by a small dose of epsom 
salts. 
After a day or two they should 
be placed in a worm-free pasture, lf 
possible. 
In July treat the whole herd, In­ 
cluding the lambs, with gasoline, and 
tern them into new pasture, and re­ 
peat the process in November.

Sedalia merchants pay the rent and the rent pays 
the taxes upon the stores they occupy.

, It is a common statement that upon the products of the farm depends 
t ^ prosperity of the middle west. 
This may be true, and yet the applica­ 
tion of this truth may not be vital to Sedalia.

enough money to make it independent of other cities and of other sections 
if that money were kept in Sedalia.

Money goes out of Sedalia because it is sent out. 
There is probably no 
utilitarian want of civilization that cannot be purchased here. 
If the article

at a cost not greater than that charged by the foreign mail order house that 
takes your money to enrich another city, to pay labor elsewhere, to pay rent 
elsewhere, to pay taxes elsewhere, to pay freight elsewhere, to employ in­ 
dustry elsewhere. 
The agent of local calamity is the representative of the foreign firm. He 
comes to the city, opens his sample cases in a local hotel sad invites you 
to spend your money, which he dispatches to other regions. 
His system of 
business is not one of good economy and if he makes you a lower price than 
the one made by a local merchant on a “bill of goods,” he offers you either 
inferior articles or articles manufactured iii tenement houses or by sweatshop 
labor. 
He cannot honestly cut the prices of Sedalia m erchants, who are able 
to purchase goods as cheaply as his own lious^, when to the purchase price 
pf the foreign corporation is added the expense of salesmanship. 


HE LOSES WHO SENDS MONEY AWAY. 


But granting that the same goods could be purchased at a smaller price, 
is it to the advantage of the Sedalian to send money from the city in which 
he makes his living? If he builds up business elsewhere, it would be logical 
for him to go and reap the benefit of his trade. 
For every dollar that is 
spent in a given city benefits every line of industry in that city. 
It is ex­ 
pensive to buv elsewhere what can be bought in jo u r own city, 
It is not true that better goods at equal prices can be bought in any city 
in the middle west. To shop successfully one must see the stock from which 
one chooses and therein lies the fallacy of mail order shopping, lf a woman 
orders a coat suit, the chances are that it will not fit. 
Then she must have 
it altered in Sedalia and add to the cost the price of a local tailor, 
lf the 
suit were purchased in Sedalia, the Sedalia store would get the same work, 
but the store that made the sale would pay the tailor. 


MAIL ORDERS SENT ON FAITH. 


To buy by mail the purchaser must buy by faith, he must rob the local 
tax payer and he must cheat himself. 
“The curse of the entire middle west,” sav's a student oCieconomic prob- 
ems, “is the buying from other parts of the country those things which we 
can *.eeure or produce at home. This is true as to clothing, as well as to food.” 
W hat Sedalia offers in style and quality was recently shown to the 
women of the city by the spring openings. 
Mode and finish accorded to the 
designs created by the demand of New York and Paris. 


ABLE TO BUILD UP CITY. 
lf Sedalians will follow' the dictates of their good sense, they will by 
their trade bring prosperity to the merchants already established in this 
city and encourage other persons to enter business, 
lf they will throw their 
mail of der catalogues into their grate fires they will see new buildings rise 
in our streets, new homes in the suburbs. If they will fight shy of the agent 
for foreign firms, they will aid materially in settling the problem of the 
unemployed.
